Campa, a young Mexican officer, was 
hurriedly mounted and wep watched 
him, carrying a white flag, ride 
towards the outskirts of Juarez with 
‘the message. for the rebels to retreat 
within their former lines. 

When Campa reached the irriga- 
tion ditches Villa’s men deliberately 
opened fire on him, and it ‘was 
only by - falling: from his horse 
that. the.young officer saved his own 
Yife. At that moment Gen, Abraham 
Gonzales, seeing that F was about..to 
rush into the battle, ordered me to dis- 
arm and to report to his headquarters, 
where I‘had been stationed. My gun 
was taken, but fortunately, Maj. Sa!‘- 
vator Gomez, an old friend and the Pro- 
visional Governor of the State of Ja- 
lisco, came riding up. 

Gomez finally consented to lend me his 
rifle and again I started to the front, 
only to be stopped by Gen. Garibath 


_The latter, with a knowing smile on hi@ 


his face, ordered me to the rear, and 
promptly turned his back. Ten minutes 
later I had more than a hundred Mex- 
icans with me and we charged over the 
hill and vuown the slope towards the 
town, 
Villa in Juarez When Found. 

Wounded began to stream past us and 
on every side could be seen small bodies 
of rebels who were fighting without a 
leader, but ‘fighting just the same. in 
the end we reached the outskirts of the 
town to take up a good position, which 
we were promptly shelled out of by 
three-pound shrapnel and were sent east 
toward the river bank, where more mes- 
sengers were riding furiously about 
searching for Villa. 

Every messenger had an order for 
Villa to withdraw his men and re- 
port at headquarters, but none of 
them succeeded in locating him be- 
fore 3 o'clock in the afternoon when 
he was found at the very front lead- 
ing an assault on the customs houses 
at the end of the international bridge 
which leads to Mexico*from El! Paso. 
Across the river could be seen the 
American soldiers and the dense 
ecrowds/of American citizens cheering 
Villa to the attack and filling him 
with enthusiasm, 

“Tell Madero that the time to 
strike has arrived. Tell him to send 
us ald or we perish for Mexice and 
freedom,” replied Villa to the mes- 
sengers of Madero. Not once did he 
falter. He was everywhere. He was 
cheering his men at the front, curs- 
ing those who showed a tendency to 
turn back and himself firing at the 
enemy. .as fast as he could work his 

. repeating rifle. 

Seeing that Villa was determined to 
win or die and that unless he was 
reinforced his brigade wouid be sac- 
rificed, I rode back with the messen- 
gers and reported to Madero that 
there was nothing to do but attack. 
It happened that the abode hut 
where Madero was staying was only 
a few feet from the international . 
boundary ling which, at* that poine, 
is not marked by tbe river. 

“Attack, attack,’’ screamed the 
American soldiers ae a sergeant from 
the United States troopers dashed 
across the line and grasped Madero 
by the hands. ‘‘We are all with you 
and we know tnat you will win,” he 
screamed. ‘“‘Don’t sacrifice Villa and 
his men.” 

In the end Madero ordered the ad-! 


vance and the whole rebel army move: 


forward to-the attack. There was three 
days of fighting—fighting that was usu- 
ally hand-to-hand and never at any 
great range. Men fired out of windows 
across the street .at: men who were in 
other windows. Rebels dynamited holes 
in house walls to extend their lines, and 
always Villa was in front. 

Garibaldi, Villa’s sworn enemy, rushed 
to the front and the two fought side by 
side for three days. Their differences 
were forgotten. Each vied with the oth- 
er to display his bravery under fire, 
and enither was scratched, though men 
fell by the dozen about them. In the 
end, Navarro surrendered his sword to 
Garibaldi at the main barracks, and 
Villa’s men began disarming the pris- 
oners. 

His Threat to Kill Madero. 

At 2 o’clock in the afternoon I accom- 
panied Madero and Gonzales, to whom I 
was acting as military aide to the 
cuartel, and inspected the prisoners and 
the spoils of war. Villa was there; 
swarthy Villa, with his yellow teeth 
showing in his delight; his face dirty, 
his hands grimy and powder-burned), his 
clothing in rags.

dero secret service. One night I re- 
ceived a report from a Mexican that 
Francisco Villa was seen entering a 
cheap lodging house on FE! Paso street. 
t immediately laid plans for his arrest 
and communicated with the Mexican 
Consul, Enrique Liorente, who informeu 
me that Madero desired that Villa 
should retain his freedom. 

Then came the overthrow of Madero. 
Villa was like a man gone mad, He 
swore that he would restore the Consti- 
tution of Mexico and that he woud per- 
sonally take revenge on every man who 
had a part in the plot against Madcro. 
“Medero made a man out of me when 
I was little léss than a bandit,’’ he said 
between sobs. ‘I shall avenge him and 
all Mexico shal] witness the terrible ex- 


‘{ample which I shall make of the mur- 


derers.”’ 

Villa is keeping his promise, as re- 
cent history’ has made plain. Every 
time he has captured a Federal officér 
who he thinks was in the plot against 
Madero he has executed him. Every 
time he has captured a body of ?fa- 
dero’s troops who turned traitor to 
him, he has killed them. When he cap- 
tures a “‘Colorado,’’ or red flagger, 1 
volunteer, who fought from persona! 
choice for Diaz or Huerta, he kills him. 
Villa has not forgotten that Madero‘ 
was hig friend and that on one occasion 
Huerta sought to kill him at Santa Ro.- 
salio. 

It was in the month of March, 1913, 
that Huerta ordered Gen. Rabago at 
Chihuahua to seize Abraham Gonzalez, 
the Constitutional Governor of that, 
State. Gonzalez, a wise and true patriot, 
was taken south ona train to Torreon. 
Then he was shipped back as far as 
Bachimba, and it was in that pass 
where Orozco had met defeat.at the 
hands of Gonzgalez’s friends that the 
latter was tied like a beast for slaugh- 
ter and was*thrown under the wheels 
of a moving train. 

Villa Starts His Revolution. 

That was another one of Huerta’s 
murders that set Villa afire with the 
zeal to kill his enemies. 

With three men and $7 Villa started 
across the international border to con- 
quer Huerta and his traitors. Whether 
he is succeeding or not I will leave it to 
the Americans who read this acticle to 
judge. - 

Today (this was written @ week ago, 
since which the important city of Tam- 
pico and its environs have fallen into 
fhe Constitutionalists’ hands) two- 
thirds of the area of Mexico is 
hands of the Constitution- 
alists and all through the efforts of two 
men—Villa and Carranza. While great 
credit is te be given to Carranza, more 
is to be showered upon ‘‘Pancho”’ Villa, 
the man who, illiterate as he was, or- 
ganized an army. made veterans out of 
untrained men, won a series of splen- 
did victories and dreve the armies of 
Huerta, officered by their Generals who 
had made a life study of military tac- 
tics, back toward Mexico City. 

When I say that the last few years, 
and especially the last few months, 
have served to broaden the mind of 
Villa, I do not mean to say that he has 
beén made a man of refinement, a 
scholar or a man of general instincts. 
He is primarily a man of brutish in- 
stincts, who will commit murder to gain 
his end, a commoner who ts for the 
common people, even though he must 
kill the aristocrat to get justice for the 
common man. He has allowed his crude 
instincts to make thousands of enemies 
fer him. By the masses of Northern 
Mexico he is worshiped as a deity, but 
by the aristocrats hig name is mentioned 
with fear and horror. 

During his campaign he has not hes- 
itated to execute’certain men whom he 
believed to be enemies of the Constitu- 
tion of Mexico. He has not hesitated to 
hold for ransom all he thought would 
pay money into his treasury. No doubt 
he has used a great deal of this money 
for his personal gain, but at the same 


|} time he has waged a vigorous and suc- 


cessful warfare against the Government 
de facto ef Mexico. 

One of the vagaries of Villa is his an- 
tipathy for Spaniards. It is probable 
that he will never be able to overcome 
it, because he is a man with naturally 
low instincts, a man whose few ideals 
are freshiy born and have not sup-

SHAW'S GARDEN 


Three Hundred Varieties Include 
Every Known Color 
and Shade. 


This will be “Geranium Summer” at 
the Missouri Botanical, or Shaw’s Gar- 
den. Dr. George T. Moore, director, 
has planned for the use of more than 
20,000 geranium plants, including 300 va- 
rieties, in the decorative color scheme 
of the garden. 

The geranium display will be grouped 
in conventional flower beds, and in beds 
bordering the main walk in the center 
of the garden. The collection will in- 
clude every known color and shade, 
from white and delicate pink to deep 
crimson and such varieties as the ivy 
leaf geranium, the rose geranium, the 
apple geranium and the lemon geranium. 

The planting arrangement has been 
Carried out in such a manner as to 
Froduce simple but decorative landscape, 
such as the flower lover with a small 
plot of ground may produce. 

One of the innovations of Shaw’s Gar- 
den this. season is the collection of 
“Native New England flowers.’’ Thou- 
sands of these wayside and forest flow- 
ers have been distributed through the 
garden. Under the purple birch, near 
the main entrance, is a bed of native 
orchids—“‘lady slippers.” The arrange- 
ment suggests a deep birch wood in 
Maine or Vermont. . 
are planted lobelia, marsh marigold, na- 
tive ferns, snake root, asters, wild in- 
cigo, sarsaparilla, goiden seal and black 
cohosh. 

The holly trees are now in bloom, The 
tlowers are white and rather small, but 
fragrant. 

The floral display in the new con- 
fervatory consists of hydrangeas, Ccala- 
diums, calceolaria, Kaffir lilies, gold- 
striped l'lies, fuchsias, snap dragons, 
nicotiana and an exquisite “‘blue daisy”’ 
--Felicia Amelloides—a native of South 
Africa. 

A number of classes, from various 
schools now are visiting the garden 
for the “nature study’’ work of the 
class rooms. The assistants aid the in- 
structors: in the work. Arrangements 
for specially conducted tours without 
charge can be made:

VERA CRUZ, May 16.—-A heavy rain- 
storm which flooded the trenches. and 
blew blinding torrent into the faces of 
the Federals. @ontributed much to"their 
defeat at Tampico, according to Amer- 
icans who have come here from, that 
port. After the first day's fighting the 
Federals appeared to be weakening, but 
still resisted. Over night they made all 
preparations for a retreat. Trains stood 
in readiness, with steam up. 

At 8 o'clock the next morning a great 
rainstorm from the eastward drove the 
Federa!s from the trenches. The Con- 
stitutionalists took advantage of this, 
and poured a terrific fire into them, 
forcing them back from the outposts 
into the town. Immediately the Fed- 
erals began entraining. 

The gunboat Vera Cruz, struck by a 
Constitutionalist shell, was run up the 
river and beached. Soldiers and crew 
remained aboard waiting for the trains, 
which soon passed the point, filled to 
their utmost capacity with fleeing Fed- 
erals. The other gunboats moved down 
the river, firing a few shells as they 
went. ' 

The Federals burned the barracks be- 


fore evacuating, destroying a large 
quantity of ammunition. 

The Constitutionalists came into tow 
shooting in the air and shouting “Vive 
Carranza! Viva Wilson!” 

There was little actual 
and little looting.

FORGET OUR LANGUAGE 


Words Ther Borrowed From 
English Are Being Replaced — 
With-Spanish Synonyms. 

VERA CRUZ, Mex., May 16.—The lat- 
est copy received here of El Imparcial, 
of Mexico City, contains an article head- 
ed, “English Has Become the Language 
of Death,” in which the following ap- 
pears: 

“Now nobody dares to speak English. 
Fear has caused the disappearance from 
among us of all English words, even 
those which have no substitute in Span- 
ish. 

“In society no one is now invited t» 
‘6 o’clock tea,’ but instead ‘a tomar te’ 
(to drink tea), or, in a maitority of 
nouses, ‘a tomar chocolate.’. ‘Magazines’ 
are now called ‘Revistas,” ‘Pullmanz’ 
‘carros dormitorios,’ and even ‘Yankees’ 
has been changed to ‘Yanquis.’ 

“Those who before breakfast demand- 
ed ‘cakes, coffee and milk, fruits and 
beefsteaks;’ today ‘prudently ask for ‘sis- 
soches,’ ‘cafe con leche’ and ‘una hu- 
leta.’ So great is the desire to forget 
English, and to replace English words 
with Spanish, that it is well known that 
those Americans who remain among us 
are. striving to learn Spanish. Those 
unfortunates. who do not pronounce 
properly may be heard saying one word 
fifty times, until. they know it by heart, 
and then proceed to use it. 

“All academies for teaching English 
have closed their doors.’’

IN DYNAMITE CASES 
MUST BEGIN TERMS 


Court Orders Alleged Conspiracy 
Leaders to Report at Peni- 
tentiary. June 6. 


CHICAGO, May 16.~-The 19 labof 
leaders sentenced in the “dynamiting 
cases,""” who are at liberty on 
bonds, have but three weeks more of 
liberty. The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals today ordered them to sur- 
render June 6 to the Warden of the 
Federal Prison at Leavenworth. Kan., 
or be taken to the penitentiary from 
Chicago on that day. 

The order will apply only to 19 of the 24 
men sentenced, five of them having re- 
turned voluntarily to the penitentiary 
after the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals denied them a new trial. 
They are Murray L. Pennell, Spring- 
field, Ill.; Frank C. Webb, New York; 
Philip A. Coonley, New Orleans: John 
T. Butler, Buffalo, and Edward 
Smythe of Peoria. 

Elijah Zoline of counsel for the de- 
fends nts, pleaded for’ time before the 
remanding order went into effect. 

“These men are scattered all over 
the country,” he said. “It will be 
a hardship for them to be separated 
from) their families immediately.

There 
were nearly 100 instances of such vio- 
lence until 1911, when the McNamara 
brothers and Ortie McManigal were ar- 
rested. In 1912 39 men were found guilty 
in the Federal Court at Indianapolis of 
conspirac:. to transport explosives il- 
legally. 

They were sentenced Dec, 30, 1912. Six 
of the 39 were given their liberty on 
The others were 
checked in at the Leavenworth Peni- 
tefitiary New Year's day, 1913. All ex- 
cept Herbert S. Hockin of Detroit ap- 
pealed and were granted a writ of 
superscdeas Jan. 3, 1913, and ordered 
released on bonds of $10,000 for each 
year of sentence imposed. 

In 1913 two were paroled and all save 
six of the remaining 30 were released 
as they furnished bonds. On Jan. 6, 
last, the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals granted a new ‘rial to six of 
the 30 and denied a new trial to 24. On 
March 9 the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States refused to review the convic- 
tion of the 2% men and the last hope 
of being saved from the penitentiary by 
the law was shattered.

Object of Hearing to Reveal 
Who Got Money and How 
Deals Were Worked. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 16.—The pur- 
pose of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, it was authoritatively 
stated today, in forcing the examina- 


tion of Charles S Mellen, former 
president of the New Haven Railroad, 
and other witnesses who have. been 
or will be called to testify, is to re- 
veal who got the vanished millions 
belonging to stockholders of the New 
Haven and how the deals by which 
these millions were diverted from the 
road's treasury to the pockets of fa- 
vored financiers were carried out. 

Examination of papers and docu- 
ments now in possession of the com- 
mission indicates clearly, Chief Coun- 
sel Joseph W. Folk pointed out, that 
it became really a practice of cer- 
tain financial interests to. buy up 
properties which they had been lied 
to believe the New Haven wanted and 
then unload them on the New Haven 
ut from two to four times what they 
paid for them. 

Legislation Suggested. 

Through the commission and Folk 
suit would lie against these interests, 
it is said, by which they could be 
forced to restore money so obtained 
to the New Haven stockholders. 
Methods employed in financing the 
deals have been shown by Mellen but, 
in the opinion of Chief Counsel Folk, 
after an examination of the docu- 
mentary evidence now in hand, the 
story yet to be told will be one of 
amazing financial juggiery and man- 
ipulation. In his judgment, the facts 
developed will show the necessity for 
the enactment by Congress of legis- 
lation along these lines: 

To prohibit officials of a railroad 
from being financially interested in 
any railroad than the one with which 
they are connected: 

To prohibit one railroad from own- 
ing stock in another; 

To provide for Government super- 
vision of the issuances of all common 
carrier securities; 

To hold common carrier directors 
criminally Hable for mismanagement 
of the trusts imposed upon them. 

Chief Counsel Folk said that neither 
he nor the commission had received 
further communication from the De- 
partment of Justice concerning the 
testimony of Mellen, It is the re- 


iterated position of Folk and the’ 
commission that {it is more important | 


to prevent in the future such abuses 
than it is to put someone in jail. Folk 
says frankly: 

“The question of immunity is of 
little consequence as compared to 
the benefits to the public which will 
grow out of Mr. Mellen’s testimony.’ 

“Concessions” Demanded. 

Four of the 13 “concessions” de- 
manded by the New Haven Railroad 
Co: of the Board of Estimate of New 
York City, while the negotiations for 
control of the New York, Westches- 
ter & Boston Railroad Co. by the New 
Haven were in progress in 1908 and 
1909. were made public by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today.

RIGADIER-GENERAL FREDERICK FUNSTON’S first jeb was reporter 
in Kansas City. Later, when he had begun his romantic career he was 
stationed at Jefferson Barracks, St. Louis, for five months (im 1996-7) 
as commander of the Department of Missouri. When our soldiers went 


Vera Cruz he commanded the expedition 


He remarks in his “Memories of Two Wars”—the sparkle and wit 

of which, lacking in most military commentaries, from Caesar to Grant, 

i aed Gene bie expurienses a: 6. sasen ieee: Gieialic anda <li tae 
from Corporal to Captain in the Spanish War was a soldier of extraordinary merit; 
but his own achievement was far more brillient. Having been a filibuster in the 

Cuban insurrection, he went to the Philippines as a Colonel of Volunteers. He re. 
turned as a Brigadier-General in the United States Army. He received this rank for 
the capture of Emilio Aguinaldo, chieftain of the Filipino rebels, one of the most 


thrilling feats in military history. 


Going back 18 years, we find Fuaston, an unknown and poor young ‘man of 31, 


strolling idly abovt the streets of New. York. Destiny, capricious and beneficent as 
Haroun al Raschid, picked him out of the thousands of other unknown and poor 
young men in the metropolis, took him by the hand and led him iato Maditsen Square 
- Garcen. where a Cuban fair was in progress. Gen. Naniel * Sickles, who recently 
died, made a fiery speech in behalf of tne Cuban insur. 
gents. The next morning Funston presented himself at 


the Cutan Junta as a volunteer and was imtroduced to 
Palma. efterwards the first President of fiee Cuba. 


Funston was informed that the Cubans, because of | 


their inexperience in handling or@énance, were having 
indifferent success with their artillerv, and it was suc- 
gested that he acquire some knowledge of that arm be- 


fore sailing. His father had been an artillery officer in’ 


the Civil War; but his own experierce consisted in 
having once seen a salute fired to President Hayes at a 
county fair.in Kansas. 

He went to a firm which manufactured cannon and 
was imtroduced to the mysteries of the Hotchkiss 12- 
pounder breech- loading rifle, which he was permitted to 
take apart and put together again. He committed to 
‘memory a formidable table of velocities at various 
anges. His keen interest in the new subject led the 
Cuban authorities to appoint him instructor to a class 
of young Cuban students who aspired to become artil- 
-Jlerymen. In a small hall over a saloon on Third ave- 


‘nue in New York he taught his class every week how 


to set up and sight a field piece which, after these ex- 
periments, became histeric in real service and is now a 
treasured relic of the War of Independence in the 
Havana Arsenal. 

With four other American volunteers and a party of 
Cubans, Funston was taken to Charleston, S. C., where 
they were “shadowed” by a band of private detectives. 
The ruse by which these were eluded was a clever one 
The filibusters were all in a coach at the rear of a train, 
while the operatives were in the cars ahead. At mid- 
night the rear coach was quietly uncoupled at a small 
station, a locomotive was attached and the detectives 
went on south while the Cuban car. returned north for 


_ @ few miles and was then switched to another line. At 


Woodbine, Ga., they found awaiting them the famous 
¢tug Dauntless, on which they loaded the Hotchkiss gun 
and 800 shells, 1300 rifles and 460,000 rounds of small- 
grm ammunition. 

They successfully ran the blockade of Spanish gun- 
boats aod were unloading their stores by night at Nue- 
yas Grandes, on the northeast coast of the island. When

“The uncanny dynamite gun uttered its characteristic cough. The projectie 
sailed gracefally threagh the air and streck the bleckhouse squarely in the 
center . Every one of its 16 defenders was killed.” 


Calixto Garcia. Among his artillerymen Funston found 
Winchester Dana Osgood. who had been a famous foot- 
ball gleyer at Cornell and Pennsylvania. With 3000 
men, Gercia marched to invest Guimaro. 

“Partly due to our defective ammunition,” relates 
Funston, “and partiy to a brisk wind blowing across 
the line of fire, several unfortunate shots had been 
made, end Osgcod stooped over the gun to make on the 
sight a correction for wind. He had adjusted it sat- 
isfactorily, sighted the piece and made the remark: ‘I 
think that will do,’ when those nearby heard a ballet 
strike him with a sound like a baseball being thrown 
against a building. He sank across the trail of the gun, 
unconscious and was lifted from it by his horror-strick- 
en comrades and hurried down hill to one of the dress- 
ing stations. He did not recover consciousness and in 
four hours was dead. The bullet had goae through his 
braia.” Osgood’s death resulted in Funston’s promotion 
1o artillery commander of the Departmento del Oriente. 

During the 13 days Funston, as. chief of the artillery, 
was continually under fire. But at last Guimaro sur- 
renderea. He saw hard field service for five months, 
and tren joined in the unsuccessful siege of Jiguani. 
“By this time,” he says, “we Americans were seasoned 
campaigners, and had been under fire so many times 
that going into battle awakened no emotions in our 
breasts, and we went about the necessary preparations 
with scant thoughts as to what might happen to us 
individually. We had seen so much of death and mis- 


{ ery that we were in a way hardened.” 


; 


Duriag the siege, he relates, he sat down in the 
shade of a tree near the gun parapet, leaning azainst 
the trunk. He felt something bite the back of his neck 
and discovered that a lot of black ants were scurrying 
up and down the tree. He shifted his position a foot 
or two, and a second later a ‘yullet hit the trunk at a 
point where it would have gone through his body. The 
siege came to an end with a foolhardy and bileody as- 
sault upon the town, in which both sides lost 400 in 


4 4 killed and wounded.

the beam of a searchlight heralded the appreach of a 
Spanish cruiser the Dauntless fied, leaving the fili- 
busters ashore, and the booming of distant guns told of 
the pursuit. Funston never understood why the cruiser. 
did aot return and capture , the unprotected band on 
shore. But the next morning the well-named Dauntless 
returned, having led the cruiser north and then eluding 
her by making a wide circle back. 

They joined the guerilla forces of Maximo Gomez, 
whom Funston describes as “‘a stern, hard-hearted man, 
with a violent temper.” Their first service was at the 
siege of Cascorra. Here Funston, made commander of 
the gun crew, fired’ the first shot he had ever dis- 
charged from a field piece, and brought down part of a 
tavern. Soon afterwards a bullet split the ‘sole of his 
left shoe and took off the heel, causing a painful bruise. 
Then a bullet struck one of the trunnions almost under 
his nose while he was sighting the piece, and frightened 
him so that he fell flat on his back and rolled to cover, 

The fire became so hot and chose that they were com- 
pelled wo ‘abandon the gun, but afterwards recovered it, 
despite « storm of bullets. One of the Americans, hit by 
a bullet which tore a big hole in his thigh, remarked 
with the utmost self-possession: “This reminds me of 
a little story.” Cascorra’s fall was postponed, however, 
as the towh was relieved by 2500 Spanish soldiers with 
10 guns. - Gomez's army joined the. troops under -Gen. 


There came six months more of strenuous guerilla 
warfare in the field, and then Garcia’s forces were con- 
centrated for the investment of Victoria de las Tunas, 
a strongly fortified town in the Province of Oriente. 

“On this occasion, relates Funston, “a dynamite gun 
was for the first time to be used in war. It looked more 
like a telescope on wheels than a gun. The prdjectile 
lor this instrument consisted of a cylindrical brass about 
two inches in diameter and 18 inches long, containing a 
bursting charge of five pounds of nitro-gelatine. A 
stoall charge of smokeless powder was used to compress 
the air by means of which the projectile was expelled 
from the gun. The initial velocity of the piece was 
small, only about 600 feet per second, so that it had to 
be fired at a considerable elevation for all but very short 
ranges. The projectile was easily deflected by wind, so 
that at the longer ranges it was difficult to do good 
shooting... The shell could be easily seen in the air, re- 
sembling a swallow in flight.” 


Now for the dynamite gun in action: “To this gun 
was given the honor of opening the ball,” says Funston, 
telling of the first attack on the city. “There was no 
little wneasiness as to what ‘would happen when this 
uncanny weapon was fired, and there was not too much 
of a tendency to stand too close to it. When the lanyard 
was pulled the gun gave what sounded like a little 
cough, and jumped a little. We were in some doubt as 
to whether it had gone off or not, but looking toward- 
the Cuartel de la Caballeria saw a most astounding 
spectacle. A section of the brick wall was blown in, 
making a hole large enough to have admitted a good- 
sized truck. A cloud of dust and fragment of the wall 
rose 50 feet in the air and descended in a shower on 
the roof... For the moment. we stood so spellbound and 
exuitart over the results of this shot that we al) but 
forgot the other guns.” 

‘Five hundred yards away was a bilockhowse, from 
which Spaniards were firing. The dynamite gun -¢ 
dragged from behind the parapet and carefully iimed. 
It uttered its characteristic cough, and the projectile, 
sailing gracefully away, struck the blockhouse squarely 


in the center, blowing it to pieces and killing every 


one of its 16 defenders.

Spanish War and the Philippine insurrection. 

When war with Spain was declared, Funston was sum- 
moned to Topeka by the Governor of Kansas, John W’ 
Leedy, and -was surprised with the information that the 
Governor intended appointing him Colonel of.one ci 
three regiments of volunteers. Funston protested -hat 
he knew nothing of drill, and that raw troops should 
be commanded by an expert officer. The Governor re- 
torted that. he had not sent for Funston to hear. his 
opinions and said that if. Funston would not accept he 
would give the regiment to another man. “I knew I 
could not be a worse Colonel than the man named,” 
says Funston, “and accepted.” His regiment was the 
celebrated Twentieth Kansas Volunteers. He was for- 
tunate enough to obtain as Majors a Second Lieutenant 
in the regular army and a Colonel of a National Guard 
regiment. 

The regiment was recruited and sent to Camp Mer- 
ritt, San Francisco,’ for several months of drill, Funston 
improving the interval by falling in love with Miss Edna 
Blankart, an Oakland school teacher, and marrying her 
two weeks after making her acquaintance.- Two ¢uys 
after the wedding, on Oct. 27, 1898, he sailed with his 
regiment- on the transport Indiana -for Manila. Tae 
Twentieth Kansas received its baptism of 
fire on Feb. 4, 1899, and distinguished 
itself by charging and routing a detach- 
men of Filipinos who were entrenched 
and protected by cannon. A few days 
later Funston invited his wife, who was 
in Manila, to visit him in the trenches. 
On the way she encountered an unexpect- 
ed skirmish with the rebels. Several bul- 
lets flew over her carriage and her escort 
p':eed her in shelter behind a breastwork, 

There ensued weeks of desperate cam- 
prigning which led finally to the capture — 
of Valalos, the rebel capital. The Twenti- — 
eth Kansas.and the First South Dakota 
were the first troops to enter the city. 
Then, during the American advance to 
San Fernando, occurred Funston’s cele- 
brated feat of swimming the Bag-Bag 
River, and also the passage of the Rio . 
Grande, the latter of which exploits won 
for him the congressional Medal of Honor 
and promotion to the rank of Brigadier- 
General of Volunteers.

He sat up all night 
and at noon the next day finally discoy- 
ered the key to the cipher, which was in 
the Tagalo language.

ENRI BERGSON, the French pbhilos- 

opher whose system is the basis of a 

new school, has analyzed the substance 

of dreams in a monograph translated 

and introduced to English readers by 

Edwin E. Slosson (Huebsch). He says: 

“A dream is this: I perceive objects 

and there is nothing there. I see men; I seem to speak 

to them and I hear what they answer; there is no one 

there and I have not spoten. It is all as if real things 

_ and reali persons were there, then on waking all has 

disappeared, both persons and things. How does this 
happen? : 

*“But, first, is it true that there is nothing there? I 
mean, is there not presented a certain sense material 
to our eyes, to our ears, to our touch, etc., during sleep 
as well as during wa!ing? 

“Close the eyes and look attentively at what goes on 
in the field of our vision. Many persons questioned 
on this point would say that nothing goes on, that they 
see nothing. No wonder at this, for a certain amount 
of practice is necessary to be able to observe oneself sat- 
isfactorily. But just give the requisite effort of atten- 
tion, and you will distinguish, little by little, many 
things. First, in general, a black background. Upon 
this black background occasionally brilliant points which 
come and go, rising and descending, slowly and sedately. 
More cften, spots of many colors, sometimes very dull, 
sometimes, on the contrary, with certain people, so bril- 
liant that reality cannot compare with it. These spots 
spread and shrink, Changing form and color, constantly 
displacing-one another. Sometimes the change is slow 
and gradual, sometimes again it is a whirlwind of ver- 
tiginous rapidity. Whence comes all this phantasma- 
eoria? The physiologists and the psychologists have 
studied this play of colors. ‘Ocular spectra,’ ‘colored 
spots,’ ‘»hosphenes,’ such are the names that they have 
given to the phenomenon. They explain it either by 
the slizht modifications which occur ceaselessly in the 
retinal circulation, or by the pressure that the closed lid 
exerts upon the eyeball, causing a mechanical excitation 
of the optic nerve. But the explanation of the | ‘e- 
nomenon and the name that is given to it matters lit- 
tle. it oceurs universally and it constitutes—I may 
say “at once—the principal material of which we shape

“Thirty or forty years azo, M. Alfred Maury and,

ECENTLY two national bodies, the Asso 
ciation of Life Insurance Medical Direc- 
tors and the Actuarial Society of America, 
held a sort of congress to check up their 
tables. These experts went laboriously 
into an investigation of every phase of 

- the matter. The records of most of the 
important insurance companies were thrown open to 
them. They compared the medical exemination statis- 
tics of policy holders with the subsequent histories of 
thé insured. The results of their labors have been com- 
piled in a work of many volumes, with hundreds of

So far as generalities are concerned, their reports are 
highly optimistic. They found that the death rates of all 
the companies are lower than they ever have been, This 
is atributed to two things: (1). Better sanitary condil- 
tions of living, due to the

sicians against tubercu- 
losis and infectious dis- 
eases; and (2) Greater 
eare in selecting risks in 
issuing policies. 
It is particularly to this 
last item that the attention 
of the overweight man of 
45 is called.

As nearly everybody knows, scientific life insurance 
relies upon the immutability of the laws of averages. Of 
100,000 healthy young men at age 21, for instance, it is 
shown that the ‘average will die in a given number of 


years. To enable a company to pay him a fixed sum at 


death, it is only necessary to ascertain what annual fee 
he will have to pay for the period he is expected to live. 
Of the 100,000. one man will die the day after he gets 
the policy: but another will live so much 
longer than the expected age that the ac- 

coum balances. 

This, of course, is the most rudimen- 
tery principle of the business. In deter- 
m‘ning these averages, mere age is_ not. 
cheugh. A man of 21 might be in such 
pr? ysical condition that his expectation of 
life would be no more than that of a man 
of 40, and his annual premiums must be 
regulated accordingly. It becomes, there- 
fore, the business of the men who fix the 
life insurance rates to codify as complete- 
lv as they can all the abnormalities that 
will affect the average expectation of life. 

Not so many weeks ago, a solicitor took 
into the offices of a local company the ap- 
plication of a successful business man. 
The solicitor confidently assured the med- 
ical examiner in the office that this man 
was a good risk. The applicant came in 
next day, cheery, robust-looking, expan- 
sive as to girth. He was 41 years old, but 
he had to pay for his life insurance at the 


that they characterize a man who drinks 

two or more glasses of beer or a glass of whiskey a day 
as “sieady free users.” 

in their official report, the investigators declare that 


among those who only once in a while drink to excess © 


mortality is distinctly high, and that suicides and death 
by accident are much more common among them than 
among abstainers. In a wide range of risks whose aver- 
age expectation of life was 40 years, they say that the 
men who get a mild jag once in a great while die more 
than thre times as fast as the man who never gets in- 
toxicated. The ratio of actual deaths to the average 
expectation of life among the men who occasionally take 
too much is 145 per cent. 

As for those who drink a glass or two of beer a day 
or a glass of whisky, the investigators found that they 
die of cirrhosis of the liver five times as rapidly as the 
nondrinker. In all deaths from diabetes, tuberculosis, 
pneumonia and suicide, the two-or-three-glasses-a-day 
beer drinker dies twice as rapidly as the nondrinker. 

Moreover, among men of 45 years and over, the per- 


centage of death among the “free users,” as based upon 


the average expectation of life, is given as high as 172, 
while the lowest rate—men between 15 and 30 years. is 
125. : 
These ratios are not to be confused with the averages 
for the different ages. Naturally, the average life expec- 
tation of a man of 45 is less than Ahat of a man of 21. 
But the men of 21 and those of 45 are classified, each 
according to his age, so that the percentages of actual 
deaths to expectations of life afford a fair basis of 
comparison. :

man in every phase. 

When he was 54 years old occurred the real begin- 
ping of his career, the exhibition of his “The Hammer- 
man” and “The Puddler Resting.” They at once aroused 
storm of protest from artists and critics of. the old 
school, and his struggle for recognition was long and 
bitter. It was in 1896, 11 years later, that an exhibi- 
tion of his works triumphed in Paris, and thus estab- 
lished his reputation throughout Europe. He died on 
April 4, 1905, at Brussels. 

Since his death, appreciation of Meunier’s genius has 
grown beyond the hope of his admirers. He received 
belated honors in his.own country at an exhibition of 
modern Belgian art held in Brussels in 1905, and four 
years later came entirely into his own with a collective 
display of more than 700 of his works at Louvain, held 
in connection with the anniversary celebration of. the 
Catholic University» “The success of this undertaking 
paved the way for the appearance of his works in the 
United States. 

Up to the month of his death, Meunier labored with 
unremitting valor upon a series of puddlers, miners, 
sowers, dockhands and every spegies of artisan. Most 
were stamped with tragic depression, stunted and de- 
formed, slaves of the machinery and industries which 


man had invented. But others displayed a silent hero- 


ism and primal energy that turned pity to admiration. 
A few were even cheerful, such as harvesters abroad

When he 
was sent to Vera Cruz he was in command of the De- 
partmeut of Hawaii. 
From his youth, Funston’s life has been one of ad- 
venture and of hand-to-hand grips with-death. As 
botanist for the United States Death Valley expedition 
in 1891, he nearly died of thirst while lost in the desert 
in a temperature of 147 degrees. Two years later he was 
in Alaska, having been commissioned by the Department 
of Agriculture to prepare a report on its flora. He made 
what is said to be the longest snowshoe journey ever 
achieved by a white man, and floated alone for 1100 
mileg down the Yukon, without seeing a human face for 
months. Despite all of his ptrils, he was wounded but 
once. _He was shot in the hand in the advance upon 
San Fernando in the Philippine campaign.

these depicted are found 
down to sea level, or near- 
ly so. The space between 
each pair of dotted lines, 


it will be noted, represehts | 


3000 feet. The smal) black 
horizontal lines mark the 
highest altitudes attained 
by the animals. ‘The draw-

Zoo-Geography.” 

In Europe the Alpine 
hare and chamois live up 
to about 11,000 feet which 
is the highest limit of ani- 
mal life. The chamois of 
the Caucasus is found 
nearly 3000 feet higher 
and the yak lives on 
Asiatic table lands 153,000 
feet above the sea. in 
Asia the elephant rarely 
is found above the 9000- 
feot level, while in Africa 
the elephant is often foun 
14,000 feet above sea level. 
All members of the cat 
family remain at low 
levels save the African 
tiger which is found as 
high as 10,000 feet.
